A BLOODY BATTLE! . 


Fonght by a Colored Man With a 
Party of desperadoes—Ifouble 
Tragedy at JLa Crosse. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., May 29.—A small 
band of disguised white men went to 
the home of Bentley Davis, colored, at 
Spring Place on Tuesday night, for the 
purpose, it is supposed^ of whipping 
Davis' daughter, who had a few days 
before, had a difficulty with a white girl. 
At the first alarm Davis fired two shots 
from a shotgun, and then emptied his 
revolver into the crowd. By this time 
the men had surrounded the house, and 
were making their way into the door. 
Davis resorted to his axe, and began to 
defend himself from the onslaughters. 


Davis says he is confident that he 
killed one of the white men by splitting 
his head with an axe, and that he 
seriously wounded two others. Day- 
light showed that a bloody battle had 
been fought. Blood stains were found 
and trails of blood were seen leading 
along the road in two directions from 
the house. 
Davis was found in the 
fields near by, where he had been left 
for dead. He was shot in the back by 
one of the mob, who, he says, chased 
him and shot him as he ran. 
The phy- 
sicians say he can not recover» I t is 
said that some of the parties in the mob 
are known, and that they will be pun- 
ished for their unlawful attack upon 
Davis.

The j u ^ in the case of Waldo Hills' 
went out last evening and had an 
all-night deliberation. A few minutes 
before 9 o'clock this morning the court 
house bell rang and it was known from 
this that the Jury was ready to report a 
verdict. 
It was the signal for a rush to 
the circut court room, which was soon 
crowded with people, who were anxious 
to hear the verdict. 
Waldo HiUs, the 
defendant, who was at liberty under 
bond, was among the first to arrive. 
As he took a seat near the judge's bench 
his pale face and nervous demeanor told 
plainly that he had not slept well dur- 
ing the night. The sealed verdict was 
handed to Acting Judge Alden and he 
read it. It sentenced Hills to three 
years in the penitentiary, and as the 
judge read it there was a silence so in- 
tense that a pin could have 
been 
heard ^to drop, but the stillness soon 
gave way to audible murmurings among 
the crowd, nearly aU of whom seemed 
surprised. 


Attorneys Henry Colerick and J. R. 
Bittinger, attorneys for the defense, 
gave notice at once cf their intention of 
filing a motion for a new trial. Prosecu- 
tor J. M. Kobinson then asked the 
court to require an increased bond, 
which was overruled by Judge Alden. 
Hills was then at liberty under the old 
bond of $1,000, signed by Fred C. 
Boltz and Richard C. Boss. 
Should 
the court refuse to grant a new trial the 
case will go to the supreme court. 


Sills has many friends who attribute 
his heavy sentence to an unbalanced 
jury, there having been ten farmers and 
two other citizens in the box. The first 
baUot of the jury was 10 to 2 for convic- 
tion. 


The charge on which Hills is convict- 
ed is that of swindling a farmer named 
William Warcup in a h'ghtning rod deal. 
In the evidence much was elicited that 
nearly everyone thought 
would be 
favorable to Hills but it seems it was 
not. 
One court has decided that he has 
I>erpetrated a big swindle and now it 
remains to be seen what another court 
or jury will find. The strong prosecu- 
tion in the hands of Prosecutor Robin- 
son 
Walpole G. Colerick, it is 
thougilt, had a great deal to do with the 
verdict.

Because 
the contracts have already been closed for the 
paving of such streets according to the plans 
and specifications of such streets 
2nd. Be- 
cause It discriminates between citizens to the 
kind of Improvements they shall pay for, and, 
Srd, because It would seriously interfere with 
the use of some or.the streets and Injure the ap- 
pearance of all. 
24. Regarding the petition of Beneke & Co., 
asking permission of the common council to 
unlawfully obstruct Calhoun street by placing 
thereon an upright box sign two feet by two 
feet square, Ave respectfully report that such 
permission to the street would oe unlawful and 
if the council was to grant such petition, it 
would give petitioner no right so to do, and 
under the state law it would be the duty of the 
marshal and police to prosecute them there- 
for, and if said obstruction has been or will be 
placed upon said street, we recommend that 
the officers be Instructed by His Honor, the 
mayor, to cause Its prompt removal. 
25. We have examined the report of the city 
commissioners in relation to the vacation of 
FOK street and find the same regular, there- 
fore we recommend its acceptance. 
26. In consideration of the report of the city 
civil engineer recommending the appointment 
of Wm. T. Pratt as inspector of public works, 
we report: AH street improvements, including 
sewers this year ordered, provide for the ex- 
penses of inspector to be collected upon the 
property benefitted. While we acknowledge the 
right 01 the engineer to designate the inspec- 
tor It must be by the approval of the common 
council. 
We therefore recommend tliat tne 
property owners on the line of the different im- 
provements be invited to harmonize upon a 
proper person as such inspector of each con- 
tract and submit the names of such persons to 
the city civil engineer for his selection and we 
are sure that he will submit their names as his 
appointments to the council for Its approval. 
By reason of such method there Is no reason for 
the appointment of a general inspector, but if 
the property holders upon the line of any par- 
ticular improvement suggest the name of Mr. 
Pratt as their choice and the engineer recom- 
mend his appointment we would advise his ap- 
proval.

41. We also report In favor of the bill for 
$3.150 for the steam roller, as It fills the require- 
ments of the speciflcatlons. As far far as we 
can ascertain from the parties the said roller is 
in all things regular. 


42. On account of the bad and wet weather 
we had this past winter and spring our Improv- 
ed streets, especially the macadamized streets 
are in such a condition as needs immediate at- 
tention: we iherefore report that your commit- 
tee be Instructed to purchase three or four car 
loads of broken stone and repair said Improved 
streets at once, as requested by tha street com- 
missioner in section 2 of his last report to the 
council. 


43. We would also recommend that all streets 
should be graded before any sidewalk be order- 
ed on such street; this would stop a good many 
complaints from citizens. 


44. The bridge on Shawnee run will be raised 
higher from its present position and we would 
suggest that abutments should be built on both 
sides of the banks; this Avould be more substan- 
tial than piling and sheeting, as now under con- 
sideration. wc would ask to have this section 
referred to the engineer to report his opinion in 
relation to the above suggestion at its next 
meeting. 


45. We would also call the attention of the 
builders and contractors obstructing the streets 
In the different parts of the city to the city ordi- 
nance, and the permits read very plainly what 
part and how much of the street they can oc- 
cupy. It Is tue ofticers' duty to see to it that all 
suen ordinances are lived up to the strict letter 
of tne law. We especially call attention to tbe 
corner of Gay and aorace streets. Half of tbe 
sidewalk is cased in and about tnree-fourtbs of 
tbe street is obstructed. We recommend tliat 
the day officers be instructed by bis bonor the 
mayor to bring all parties violating the rules to 
justice, otherwise the city will be called on to 
pay big damages.

Blood stains were found 
and trails of blood wero seen leading 
along the road in two directions from 
the house. 
Davis was found in the 


fields near by, where ho had been left 
for dead. He was) shot in tho back by 
one of the mob, who, he says, chased 
him and shot him as ho ran.

sioiaas say ho can not recover. It is 
said that sonic of the parties in the mob 
are known, and that they will bo pun- 
ished for their unlawful attack upon 
Davis.

HIT HILLS HARD. 


The Jury Finds a Verdict of Three 


Years Against the Lightning Hod 


Swindler Hills at Liberty. 


Tho jury in tho case of Waldo Hills' 


wont out last evening aud had an 
all-night deliberation. A few minutes 
before 9 o'clock this morning the court 
house boll rang and it was known from 
this that tho jury was ready to report a 
verdict. 
It was tho signal for a rush to 


the circut court room, which was soon 
crowded with people, who were anxious 
to hear tho verdict, Waldo Hills, tho 
defendant, who was at liberty under 
bond, was among tho first to arri\o. 
As ho took a seat near tho judge's bench 
his pale face and nervous demeanor told 
plainly that ho had not slept well dur- 
ing the night. Tho sealed \eulict was 
handed to Acting Judge Aldcn and ho 
read it. It sentenced Hills to three 
years in tho penitentiary, and ns the 
judge read it there was a silence so in- 
tense that a pin could have been 
heard ^to drop, but tho stillness soon 
gave way to audible murmurings among 
the crowd, nearly all of whom seemed 
surprised. 


Attorneys Henry Colerick aud J. R. 


Bittinger, attorneys for the defense, 
gave notice at once cf their intention of 
filing a motion for a new trial. Prosecu- 
tor J. M. Robinson then asked the 
court to require an increased bond, 
which was overruled by Judge Aldeu. 
Hills was then at liberty under the old 
bond of '81,000, signed by Fred C. 
Boltz and Richard C. Ross. Should 
the court refuse to grant a now trial the 
case will go to tho supremo court. 


Hills has many friends who attribute 


his heavy sentence to an unbalanced 
jury, there having been ten farmers aud 
two other citizens in the box. The first 
ballot of the jury was 10 to 2 for convic- 
tion. 


Tho charge on which Hills is convict- 


ed is that of swindling a farmer named 
William Warcup in a lightning rod deal. 
In the evidence much was elicited that 
nearly everyone thought would be 
favorable to Hills but it seems it was 
not. One court has decided that he has 
perpetrated a big swindle and now it 
remains to bo seen what another court 
or jury will find. The strong prosecu- 
tion in tho hands of Prosecutor Robin- 
son I^S Walpole G. Colerick, it is 
thought, had a great deal to do with the 
verdict.
